WASHINGTON (AP) ~ An 


18-month-old experiment using 
the basic ptinclples of President 
Nixon's welfare reform propos- 
als indicates the administration 
idea can work, says the test di- 
rector. 


Acknowledging the evidence 


still Is scanty, economist Harold 
W. Watts said nevertheless "the 
direction of the administration 
program is good." 


Watts, head of the Institute 


for Research on Poverty at the 
University of Wisconsin, said in 
a telephone Interview the exper- 
iment Is designed to determine 
how working people not earning 
enough to support their families 
behave when given supplemen- 
tary funds. 


President Nixon has proposed 


substituting a guaranteed fami- 
ly Income for the present wel- 
fare system of aid to dependent 
children, which goes mainly to 
families without a male wage 
earner. 


Counting food stamps, Nixon's 


plan provides a federally guar- 
anteed floor of about $2,350 a 
year for a family of four, re- 
gardless of whether there Is a 
m<«le wage earner. 


In calculating payments need- 


ed to bring a family to that lev- 
el, the first $60 a month of earn- 
ings would not be counted. 
Above (his amount would be a 
$1 reduction of federal benefits 
for each $2 earned. Able-bodied 
adults In families assisted would 
have to accept suitable jobs If 
available or job training. 


Watts Indicated that although 


the evidence Is not all In It can 
be said at this point "a program 
can be applied and adminis- 
tered for the working poor ..." 


The tests, which started with 


75 families in Trenton, N.J, and 
now Involves 700 families in sev- 
eral states, also indicates, Watts 
said, "we can rule out some of 
the wilder hypotheses— either 
that everybody quits his job or 
that everybody works twice as 
hard. 


"It doesn't turn them greener 


anything like that," he said. 
"They can go on about their 
business pretty much as they al- 
ways did, but with a little more 
money." 


The tests, funded by the feder- 


al Office of Economic Opportun- 
ity, were started before Nixon 
took office. But, Watts said, 
"tho experiment Includes a wide 
variety of ranges, wide enough 
to Include those the administra- 
tion is thinking about." 


Rep. John W. Byrnes of Wis- 


consin, the top Republican on 
tho House Ways and Means 
Committee which is considering 
(he Nixon plan, had invited 
Watts to sit in on the commit- 
tee deliberations. 


Byrnes said In an interview 


the 
present 
welfare 
system 


must be drastically reformed. 
He said Nixon's proposal for a 
family welfare program Is fun- 
damentally sound. 


Byrnes said he does not know 


what the Ways and Moans Com- 
mittee will do with the Nixon 
plan.

Double-Sale Gimmick Puts 
Squeeze on the Car Buyer 


By CARLTON SMITH and 
RICHARD PUTNAM PRATT 


Widespread use of a devi- 


ous double-sale gimmick to 
bilk car buyers who default 
on car-loan payments 
has 


been revealed in a study of 
court files by a professor of" 
law at the University of Con- 
necticut. 


Prof. P h i l i p Shuchman, 


whose f i n d i n g s have been 
published in the 
Stanford 


(University) Law Review, 
says that "drastic changes" 
are needed in the laws of 
most states to protect car 
buyers from being victimized 
by the double sale. Here's 
how it works, as turned up 
in his study of more than 150 
court cases: 


Jones b o u g h t his $3,000 


auto a year ago with a mod- 
est down payment and three- 
year financing. He has paid 
off approximately one-third 
of the loan but now, in a sud- 
den financial bind, he can't 
keep up the payments. With 
a balance of $1,800 still owed, 
('he' car 'is repossessed. Is 
that the end of it for Jones? 
By no means.

He b o u g h t the car from 


Friendly Auto Sales. But the 
"paper" i n t h e d e a l — t h e 
promissory note that Jones 
s i g n «> d—has been sold to 
Jolly Finance Co. It is there- 
fore .Jolly to whom Jones 
owes $1,8(10, and Jolly that 
repossesses the car, to sell 
it and recover as much as 
possible of that $1.800. 


That's fairly straight. It's 


a debt; Jones has $1,800 of 
somebody's money, and the 
somebody-Jolly Finance—is 
entitled to get it back. Hut 
what isn't s t r a i g h t is the 
d o u b l e - s a l e device that 
Shuchman uncovered. 


Jolly Finance, after repos- 


sessing the car, s e l l s it- 
back to Friendly Auto vSales 
You might imagine that a 
one-year-old $3.000 car could 
be sold fc.r $1,800 or more, 
which would clear up Jones' 
debt. But, Shuchman found, 
not only is the car wholt-- 
suleil buck to Fiii'iullv. bu' 
"the average price is about 
70 per cent of the current, 
open-market w h o l e s a l e 
prices " 


This first sale, be reports, 


brings "on the average only 
about 50 per cent of the then 
open-market retail p r i c e " 
Understandably, t h e result 
was that "there was almost 
always a deficit still to be 
paid." Jones is liable tor the 
lull $1.800 due on bis note. 
so if Jolly Finance rvali/es

a "deficit"—though, says 
vShuchman, "if the first re- 
sale had been at fair open 
market retail prices, the re- 
possessor would have recov- 
ered more than 100 per cent 
of his net claim" against 
Jones. 


It's a h i g h l y profitable 


game, to everyone 
except 


Jones. As a car buyer, there 
isn't much you can do about 
it, except to make sure that 
the obligation you take on 
when you finance a car—the 
monthly p a y in e n t—is one 
you can safely handle, with 
a margin of safety for the 
financial woes that we all 
blithely assume can befall 
everybody but us. 


Shuchman suggests, as a 


remedy, "a simple version 
of an old 18th-century Eng- 
lish d o c t r i n e called strict 
foreclosure." W h o e v e r is 
financing Jones would have, 
as security, just the car and 
nothing more. Jones couldn't 
b<e sued for any deficit. 
'Sounds like a sure way of 
discouraging Jolly Finance 
practices.

Q—Our daughter, 8, was 


found to have a heart mur- 
mur. Our doctor says she 
may outgrow this. She has 
never had any signs of heart 
disease. What could cause 
this? Is it serious? 


A—If your daughter has a 


functional murmur (no or- 
ganic heart disease) it is of 
no significance and she may 
very well outgrow it. 


Q—My 
1-month-old s o n 


was born prematurely and 
has a heart disease—truncus 
arteriosus. What is this? 
What can be done for it? 


A—What your son most 


likely has is a patent ductus 
arteriosus, a congenital de- 
fect in which a fetal blood 
vessel connecting the main 
artery to his lungs with the 
aorta failed to close. Since 
serious 
complications 
are 


common surgical correction 
is advisable. 


Q—My son, 12, had several 


attacks of heart failure as an 
infant. For these he was 
given oxygen in the hospital. 
He now gets spells of palpi- 
tation with a very fast pulse. 
Our doctor can t find any 
cause. Is this serious? 


A—Your son probably has 


paroxysmal 
tachycardia.

Court Ruling

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court ruled 6 to 2 to- 
day that local draft boards may 
not strip student war protesters 
of their deferments and reclas- 
slfy them 1A as "delinquents." 


"We do not find any indica- 


tion,'' said Justice Hugo L. 
Black, "that Congress Intended 
to allow the draft boards to de- 
prive otherwise qualified stu- 
dents of their deferments" for 
opposing the Vietnam war and 
giving up their draft cards as an 
act of protest. 


The ruling, which drew objec- 


tions from Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger and Justice Potter 
Stewart, follows hard on the 
heels of a high court ruling last 
Monday that said draft boads 
may not accelerate the induc- 
tion of war protesters already in 
1A category. 


The new ruling bars classifi- 


cation to 1A from any deferred 
or exempt category. Student de- 
ferments comprise one such 
group. 


The government rationalized 


the missive r&flassiffcatlon of 
war protesters by saying they 
were not being punished 
for 


their actions but were being de- 
clared delinquent for not having 
draft cards in their possession. 


But Black said Congress, In 


writing draft law, clearly In- 
tended to give students a defer- 
ment and "did not specifically 
provide or In any way indicate 
that such deferred status could 
be denied because the registrant 
failed to possess his registration 
certificate."

^WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court ruled 5 to 2 to- 
day that a park deeded for 
white 'tse in Macon, Ga., can be 
turned back to private heirs to 
keep Negroes out. 


Justice Hugo L. Black, sneak- 


Ing for the majority, said under 
Georgia law the park may be 
turned back In deference to the 
wishes of the benefactor that it 
not be Integrated. 


The decision involves Bacons* 


field Park in Macon, which was 
established under the will of the 
late U.S. Sen. Augustuc Octa- 
vlus Bacon. He specified that It 
be operated tor "white women, 
white girls, white boys and 
white children." 


In 1966 Ihe Supreme Court 


ruled that if the park was to be 
a public one Negroes could not 
bt denied access. But Georgia 
courts followed by approving 
the return of the park to Ba- 
con's heirs. This is the decision 
upheld today by the high court. 


Black said: "We are of the 


opinion that in ruling as they 
did (he Georgia courts did no 
more than apply well-settled 
general principles of Georgia 
law to determine the meaning 
and effect of a Georgia will." 


Georgia law, he continued, ex- 


plicitly authorized Bacon to in- 
clude racial restrictions and the 
city accepted the trust with 
these restriction init.

government panel says safety 
no longer requires federal In- 
spectors to reject chickens con- 
taining cancer viruses. 


The panel has recommended 


a change in poultry Inspection 
standards to limit condemnation 
to chickens that might look dis- 
gusting. 


Agriculture Department offi- 


cials say the basis for the re- 
commendation is the failure of 
recent 
experiments to show 


poultry cancer viruses present 
any danger to humans. 


Department 
officials 
are 


awaiting an opinion from the 
surgeon general before making 
any decision on the recommen- 
dation of eight veterinarians 
and animal disease specialists. 


The panel's report involves 


two forms of poultry viruses— 
avian leukosis and Marek's dis- 
ease—usually lumped together 
as leukosis. 


Virtually all birds harbor the 


virus in differing degrees. When 
the virus gets out of control, 
birds become diseased. Some

But the new rec- 
ommendation says it would be 
safe to cut off the wing and use 
it in such products as hot dogs 
while selling the rest of the bird 
as cut up chicken. 


Leukosis is the major cause 


for rejection of frying chickens 
by federal inspoctors. of the 176 
million fryers slaughtered under 
federal inspection in November, 
inspectors condemned 2 million 
for leukosis. 


Dr. J. Spencer Munroe, a New 


York University professor who 
injected an artificial leukosis vi- 
rus into monkeys in 1963 and 
found the animals developed tu- 
mors, said he has some doubts 
about the recommendation. 


But bdr. Caro E. Luhrs, the

closest with the specialists on 
the recommendation, said later 
research liJia s u p e r c o il e A 
Munroe's findings. 


And recent experiments by 


department researcher Dr. Den. 
R. Bunnester, probably the 
most respected specialist in the 
field, have shown the results ob- 
tained with the artificial virus 
probably were caused by other, 
unspecified elements.
